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Police confiscate 
drugs, money in raid

Schools save money, refinance bonds 


The Romulus Police Department, working in 
conjunction with the State Police, arrested a 34- 
year-old Romulus man and reportedly confiscated 
nearly $30,000 and more than 67 grams of alleged 
PCP. 

PCP, actually a slang term for phencyclidine, a 
compound originally meant as a tranquilizer for 
animals, is often abused in its powdered form by 
people (it’s also known by its more cliched monik¬ 
er, “angel dust”). 

Police entered the home at approximately 5 
p.m. on Monday, Dec. 3, armed with a search 
warrant and discovered the money and the suspi- 
cisous substance which, according to police, has 


since been confirmed by the State Police crime 
lab as PCP. 

Arrested was Ivan Hall, a resident of Meadow 
Street. Hall was arraigned and charged with pos¬ 
session with intent to deliver an illegal substance. 
Preliminary examination is set to take place to¬ 
day in 34th District Court in Romulus. 

According to Lt. Det. Ken Kraus of the Romulus 
Police, the street value of the confiscated drug is 
“around $4,000.” 

Reportedly, there was one other individual in 
the home at the time of the search, but no other 
arrests were made at the time. 

Police say there is an ongoing investigation, of 
which this particular arrest was only a part.

Quick action by the Romulus 
school board has led to savings 
to taxpayers, totalling $228,000. 

The enactment of Public Act 
157 on June 21 made it possible 
for the Romulus schools and 
other governmental units to re¬ 
finance existing debts at lower 
interest rates. The legislation 
was particularly interesting to 
the Romulus Board of Educa¬ 
tion’s Finance Committee — 
board members JoAnn Marvic- 
sin, Ken Berlinn and Ed Wil- 


kerson; citizens Steve Ogilbee 
and Ron Nash; Manufacturers 
National Bank Vice-President 
Leo Kalota and business admi¬ 
nistrator Joel R. Carr — since 
the school board had issued a 
$3 million debt at approximate¬ 
ly 11 percent in 1982. 

The committee, working with 
A.G. Edwards & Sons, Inc., the 
seventh largest investment 
banking corporation in the 
country, looked into the feasi¬ 
bility and practicality of pur¬ 


suing this matter. 

In August, the committee re¬ 
commended and the board of 
education voted to pursue a re¬ 
financing plan. With the coop¬ 
eration of state and local offi¬ 
cials, the package was pre¬ 
pared and presented to the De¬ 
partment of Treasury. Robert 
Bowman, the State Treasurer, 
and his staff were very helpful 
in assisting the school district 
and A.G. Edwards to expedite 
the transactions. 

Those actions permitted the 


schools to sell new bonds at 7.5 
percent, a very favorable rate 
compared to the 11 percent on 
the 1982 issue. The new bonds 
are used to pay off the 1982 
debt on its call date at the rate 
of 7.5 percent. 

The net savings to the tax¬ 
payer is $228,600 over the re¬ 
maining six years of this issue. 
The savings will be reflected 
by a reduction in the millage 
rate to retire the new issue 
(1984).

The estimated cost of the 
system is $2,987. 

“Not only will this help 
citizens who attend the coun¬ 
cil meetings now,” said 
Davidson, “but it should also 
be a boon if and when Barden 
Cablevision of Romulus be¬ 
gins broadcasting the council 
meetings over the air.”

Fast walking 



Physical fitness's best kept secret

What’s the best way to get 
into shape, lose weight and 
build up muscles and stamina? 
A few come to mind right off 
the bat — aerobics, jogging, 
tennis, fast walking ... 

Fast walking? Yep. Accord¬ 
ing to Charlotte Murphy, aero¬ 
bics and fitness instructor for 
Romulus schools, fast walking 
is the absolute choice way to 
keep fit. 

The answer to “what is fast 
walking” is not unlike the 
answer to ’’who’s buried in 
Grant’s tomb?” It is simply 
walking fast. “Brisk, vigorous 
walking is one of the best kept 
secrets when it comes to exer¬ 
cise,” says Murphy, who has 
worked in the physical educa¬ 
tion department of Romulus 
schools for three years. 

It’s great,’’ she says. “It’s an 
exercise for people of all ages, 
including senior citizens.” 
According to Murphy, there are 
only two meetings of her class 
left prior to the holidays, but 
new classes will be starting up 
after the first of the year. Spon¬ 
sored by Romulus Adult 
Education, anyone wishing to 
sign up for the next series of 


classes should call their office 
at 941-0610, according to 
Murphy. 

“This time of year, it’s a 
very good way to get ready for 
and maintain the strengths 
needed in winter sports, such 
as skiing and skating,’’ Murphy 
said. “It really builds up the 
legs. 

“Also, it’s a very good way 
for the people who jog and run 
through the summer months 
but are curtailed by the winter 
to keep their leg muscles in 
shape, otherwise they would 
weaken quite a bit,” Murphy 
said. 

According to advocates of 
fast walking, not only is it safer 
than jogging and aerobics, but 
the effects should be longer- 
lasting. 

“With running or aerobics, a 
lot of people get really burned 
out, wear themselves down. 
With walking, the effects may 
be slower in coming, but it’s 
easier to keep up,” Murphy 
said, adding that “it’s also a 
good cardiovascular workout, 
because when you walk, you 
pump yoiir arms, which gets 
the blood pumping through the 
heart.”, j - - 

Reasons to start a walking 
program include, says Mur¬

phy,‘‘losing weight, people 
don’t get bored with it like 
other exercises, it can be done 
virtually anywhere, no equip¬ 
ment is needed, and it helps 
people with insomnia sleep 
better. 

“Also,” she says, “what fast 
walking does to people’s stress 
level in incredible ... it’s a 
natural anti-depressant. It 
gives a very uplifting effect, 
really a mental lift.” 

Some research has indicated 
that while people seem to have 
the impression that jogging is 
great for everyone, it just isn’t 
so. It can put too much stress 
on the heart, and also on other 
parts of the body. 

“With jogging,” says Mur¬ 
phy, ‘“you have constant blows 
to the heels and knees, which 
have been known to cause 
bruises and even fractures. 
With fast walking, one'never ’ 
even breaks into a run — at 
least they aren’t supposed to — 
or loses their breath. The wal¬ 
ker sets their own pace. Main¬ 
ly, you just develop a longer 
stride.” 

Murphy, who has been sing¬ 
ing the praises of walking for 
“about three years now,” stres¬ 
ses that anyone participating, 
whether in her class or on their 


own, do at least 20 minutes of 
warm-ups, and take 20 or more 
minutes to cool off afterwards. 

Even though most people 
would think they have no trou¬ 
ble walking, Murphy says that 
there are certain techniques 
that can be helpful. 

“Classes are very nice, be¬ 
cause not only do you learn the 
ins and outs, but you’re doing it 
with a group, which seems to 
lessen fatique,” she said, 
adding a few helpful hints for 
the novice like: bend the arms 
at a 90-degree angle, which 
shortens the normal pendulum 
swing to conform to your quick¬ 
er leg movements; inhale on 
the first two steps, exhale on 
the next two, and so forth; step 
heel first, let your weight roll 
along the outside of the foot 
and proceed across the ball to 
- Ms . toe; after you decide to . 

take up fast walking, it’s geda' 
to invest in a good pair of walk¬ 
ing shoes. Many specialty 
stores and department stores 
carry them. 

“I’ve taught exercise for 
more than 10 years now,” says 
Murphy, “and I’ve never found 
anything to compare with this 
as far as total body fitness 
goes. Everybody should try it.”

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Tair share’ policy overdue 


The placement of adult foster care faci¬ 
lities in local communities is a prime ex¬ 
ample of “unresponsive governemnt” in 
action. Saddled by the mandates of a state 
law that effectively renders them power¬ 
less, municipal and township officials have 
been relegated to the role of by-standers 
and scapegoats while adult foster care 
homes have been built in their neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

We support the concept of the small 
group home program. The mentally im- 
'( paired have every right to interact in a 
normal setting whenever possible. So what 
is the problem? 

' ' 1-^c^hese homes continue to be located 
throughout the metropolitan Detroit area 
with no apparent rhyme or reason as to 
the site selection process. Some communi- 
ties have more than 20 foster care facili- 
\ ties within their boundaries; others have 
one or two, if any. 

Attempts by Sen. William Faust of West- 
land to add some local involvement in the 
selection process have fallen on deaf ears 
to date. What remains is a system that 
gives citizens and their elected local re¬ 
presentatives little, if any, input into the 
location of a foster care facility . 

Local officials inform homeowners liv¬ 
ing within 1,500 feet of a proposed group 
home by letter, which includes informa¬ 
tion on the type of home (mentally ill or 
retarded), number of residents and other 
pertinent information. At a public hearing 
residents often ask questions regarding 
the reasoning behind the selection of a 
particular site. Generally, the council or 
township board has no logical answers to 


give. 

State Act 28 of the Public Acts of 1977, 
which governs the licensing of foster care 
homes, simply fails to provide any 
meaningful criteria that would insure the 
placement of these facilities in a fair man¬ 
ner. Despite complaints and litigation, the 
State Legislature has remained silent on 
the issue for the most part. 

The City of Wayne recently adopted a 
resolution pushing for a “fair share” poli¬ 
cy that would apply across the state, 
rather than in a concentrated geographic 
location. We concur with the resolution, 
recently ratified by officials in Van Buren 
Township and the City of Romul,us and 
urge state lawmakers to quickly deal with 
the inadequacies and discrepancies in the 
licensing act. 

If the placement of the mentally re¬ 
tarded and mentally ill in such settings is 
a positive development — and we feel it 
has proven to be so — then such place¬ 
ment should occur on an equitable basis 
in each community in the state. 

The “fair share” policy proposals, which 
are listed below, are a step in the right 
direction. 

1 - The State should adopt a fair share 
policy, based on patient population, re¬ 
garding the placement of the handicapped 
and the retarded in the cities and 
townships throughout the state. 

2 - The cities and townships must be 
made an integral part in the planning and 
placement of these facilities, consistent 
with their use responsibilities. 

3 - To encourage compliance, the State’s

Life and death 


Last week, death came calling. As a re¬ 
sult, things will never be the same. 

While all of the circumstances are not yet 
known, it appears that Mr. Harry Scott suf¬ 
fered a heart attack at the wheel of his auto¬ 
mobile while he was driving west on Michi¬ 
gan Avenue in Wayne last Thursday. One 
witness said that Mr. Scott drove through 
two red traffic signals without hesitation. 

We were engrossed in a department head 
meeting at Associated Newspapers. Sitting 
in the upstairs conference room at about 
11:20 a.m. we not only heard a loud crash, 
but felt a tremor which shook the building, 
and us. Bob Gaberson, our business mana¬ 
ger leapt from his chair, looked down from a 
front window ... “There’s been an acci¬ 
dent,” he said, “A car hit the building.” 

Some scrambled for phones to call for 
police and rescue units, others raced down 
the steps and out the door into the cold to 
determine the condition of the driver. Mr. 
Scott was unconscious, had a gaping head 
wound and was obviously in very serious 
condition. Prying open the doors to the 
steaming, smoking car, bystanders attemp¬ 
ted to help Mr. Scott with words of comfort 
and fresh air. 

It always seems, in an emergency, that the 
rescue workers and police take an eternity to 
arrive. Actually, they arrived in only mo¬ 
ments. The EMTs worked feverishly and 
efficiently to carefully remove Mr. Scott 
from behind the wheel, slide and lift him onto 
a backboard and place him on a stretcher. 
They slid the stretcher into the waiting res¬ 
cue unit and sped away ... all in minutes. We 
heard, through the fire engine speaker, that 
Mr. Scott was in cardiac arrest. 

I have since learned that Mr. Scott was 
78 years old and a resident of Taylor. In his 
1979 Pontiac was a walker and on the wind¬ 


shield was a handicapped identification 
sticker. 

It is sad when a family loses someone . .. 
particularly at this time of year. I feel sor¬ 
row for the family of Harry Scott. 

I think of the path his automobile had 
traveled — not only had it passed through 
two intersections against the signal, but it 
crossed over the sidewalk and leveled a very 
tall sign that stood on the Gas N’ Go property 
next door to us before colliding with our 
building. 

A few feet to the left and the automobile 
would have come through the front of the 
building and probably injured several of our 
employees. Had there been pedestrians on 
the sidewalk, they could have easiy been in¬ 
jured or killed. Had cross traffic been heavy 
in the intersections, there might have been 
deaths or injuries there as well. Mercifully, 
all were spared. 

Although death is a part of life, we find it 
difficult to accept “its” eventuality. As phi¬ 
losopher E. James Rohn says, “Life is se¬ 
rious business. It is so serious that none of us 
will get out of it alive.”

Recent statistics show that 
110,000 Americans died of lung 
cancer last year, an increase of 
41 percent over the number 
who died 10 years ago. 

Women in particular are 
gaining “equality” with men in 
the lung cancer mortality race. 
A total of 139,000 newly di¬ 
agnosed lung cancer cases are 
projected for 1984 and in¬ 
creasingly these are women. 
By the year 2,000, if not earlier, 
lung cancer will overtake 
breast cancer as the leading 
cause of death among Amer¬ 
ican women nationally. 

The far-reaching programs of 
the American Lung Association 
include counseling on the dan¬ 
gers of smoking during preg¬ 
nancy; conducting a massive 
public education campaign to 
reach preadolescents before 
they begin smoking cigarettes 
or marijuana; teaching both 
children and adults with 
asthma how to self-manage the 
disease, initiating and support¬ 
ing efforts to maintain clean 
air; acting on the dangers of 
occupational lung hazards; and 


creating health programs for 
schoolchildren from the prim¬ 
ary grades up so they become 
knowledgeable about what’s 
good — and what’s bad — for 
their bodies. 

Locally, the American Lung 
Association of Southeastern 
Michigan has set a goal of 
$700,000 for this year’s Christ¬ 
mas Seal Campaign. Ninety 
percent of every dollar stays 
here in Wayne-Oakland and 
Macomb counties to fund over 
40 free community services. 
The remaining 10% goes to the 
national headquarters of the 
American Lung Association to 
fund lung diseases research 
and community service prog¬ 
ram development on a nation¬ 
wide basis.

It’s gonna be rockin’ Christmas 


“Rockin’ Christmas - The 50’s’’ 
“Rockin’ Christmas - the 60’s’’ 
(Rhino) 

Want to get into the holiday 
spirit? Feel like singing-along 
with a yuletide tune or two, but 
the thought of listening to Guy 
Lombardo, Bing Crosby or Pat 
Boone sends chills up and down 
your spine? Then maybe you 
should check out these two 
albums, the latest in a line of in¬ 
credibly well-done compilations 
released by the world’s greatest 
little record company. Rhino, 
And no, they didn’t pay me to say 
that (but. I’m willing if they 
are! ). 

Although the 50’s album 
sounds great. I’ll gladly admit 
that I’m not (quite) old enough to 
remember listening to these 
groups during my formative 
years. I’ll also admit that these 
songs are great, from Bobby 
Helms’ Classic “Jingle Bell 
Rock” (OK, OK, that one I re¬ 
member ...) to The Youngsters’ 
“Christmas In Jail,’’ which 
boasts the eternal lines “I was in 
the wrong lane, feelin’ no pain.” 
Hey, don’t be surprised to see 
Twisted Sister cover this one 
next year. 

Another standout is “Santa 
and the Satellite,” which must 
have been one of the first novelty 
“break in” records that were so 
popular in the mid-60’s (you 
know, one of the people on the 
record — in this case either 
Buchanan or Goodman — asks a 
question which is answered by a 
lyric and snippet of song taken 
from a popular tune) . And check 
out the real meaning of the 
Christmas song as generated by 
Cathy Sharpe, Three Aces and a 
Joker, Moods (and, before we’re 
deluged with phone calls, this is 
NOT the same MPQds’ band that, 
played at the Canton Ses- 
quicentennial Ball last winter). 

Ah, the 60’s. I loved ’em. 
Memories of even some of the 
worst songs of that era — “In the 
Year 2525,’’ “Indiana Wants 
Me, ’’ etc . — are fun in a nostalgic 
sense: (it’s really hard to believe 
that “2525” was the number one 
song in the country for weeks on 
end). But, on to Christmas. 

And what a great album! Some 
of these I knew, like the Turtles 
hilarious “Santa and the Side¬ 
walk Surfer” and James 
Brown’s steaming “Let’s Make 
Christmas Mean Something This 
Year,” and others were new¬ 
found delights to a pop/rock 
Christmas song buff like me. 

One of the best is by the Sonics, 
perhaps the best garage band 
ever to touch a four-track. It’s 
called “Don’t Believe In Christ¬ 


mas” and is from an obscure 
album I’m going to be searching 
everywhere for called “Merry 
Christmas From the Sonics, the 
Wallers, and the Galaxies.” 

‘ ‘Stayed up all night 
To see Santa Claus, right ? 

Sure enough, don’t ya know, 

Fat Boy didn't show 
Don't believe in Christmas 
‘Cause I didn’t get nothin’ last 
year” 

Sounding very much influ¬ 
enced by Dylan circa “Blonde on 
Blonde,” 

the song continues with 
‘‘Tried to get a little kiss 
From a pretty little miss 
She slapped me down, said ‘‘Ya 
jerk! 

Mistletoe doesn’t work.’” 

Like the Sonics, the Wallers 
hail from the great Northwest. 
Also like the Sonics, the seleetion 
here is from the same original 
album and it too seems extreme¬ 
ly Dylan influenced. In the joy¬ 
ful, merry spirit of the season, 
the Wallers went out and re¬ 
corded a great little three-chord 
ditty called “Christmas Spirit” 
that either is or mocks protest 
songs. It’s hard to tell now. “Got¬ 


ta take the children down, to see 
the fat clown/who pretends to be 
what he ain’t •••’’well, you get 
the idea. 

Other laughers include “Danc¬ 
ing With Santa” by the Trash- 
men. In case you don’t remem¬ 
ber, the Trashmen were 
the guys who immortalized the 
tune “Surfin’ Bird.” (You know, 
“m-m-m-m-m-pow-pow-m-m-m- 
m-pow...”), and “Monster’s 
Holiday,” brought to you by none 
other than Bobby Boris Pickett & 
The Crypt Kickers, the group 
whose claim to fame will always 
be “Monster Mash.” 

Perhaps the rarest gem in¬ 
cluded in this package is ‘Christ¬ 
mas Is My Time of Year” by the 
Christmas Spirit. Actually a non¬ 
group, the Christmas Spirit was 
made up of various members of 
the Turtles, Gene Parsons, coun¬ 
try-rock pioneer/martyr Gram 
Parsons, Linda Ronstadt and a 
bunch of people I’ve never heard 
of and probably weren’t very im¬ 
portant to the record anyway. 

There isn’t a bad cut on the 
LP, and as can be seen, they run 
the gamut from cheezy novelty 
songs to clear MOR standouts 


like Aretha Franklin’s version of 
“Winter Wonderland” and Paul 
Revere & the Raiders’ original 


“Wear A Smile At Christmas.” 

For me though. I’ll take “San¬ 
ta and the Sidewalk Surfer” and 


“Don’t Believe In Christmas.” 

Next week: more holiday hi-fi 
hi-jinks.

Dear Principal: 

I am sure that you are totally 
familiar with my son’s record 
over the last two years at the 
hig^i school and, therefore, prob¬ 
ably equally aware of what I feel 
to be his responsiblity with re¬ 
spect to attendance problems. At 
any rate, my son is presently in 
what I consider to be an unten¬ 
able position, that of not being 
able to graduate with his class 
whether he attends summer 
school, night school or corres¬ 
pondence school. 


In spite of this, and after much 
discussion between he and I, he 
has decided that he will attend 
school for the next two years, 
knowing that none of the “cre¬ 
dits” he receives will be of any 
value to him and knowing that 


the only value received will be 
the “education” received. 

As a mother, who is relatively 
well-educated, naturally I am 
pleased at his decision to stay in 
school, even under these cir¬ 
cumstances. I, quite frankly, am 
not sure that at 16 years old, I 
would be strong enough to make 
t)iis type of decision. I am not 
sure that I would not, if I was in 
this position, choose to quit 
school. Essentially, what I am 
saying is that I am proud of his 
decision and pray every day that 
he can stand by it. 

Obviously, he is floundering 
vis a vis the attendance that he 
has exhibited thus far. I am 
working with him at home to con¬ 
tinue to support his position and 
persuade him that what he is 
doing is the right thing. In¬ 
asmuch as our educational sys¬ 
tem places as much credence on 


grades and credits as it does on 
what the student actually learns, 
I am proud of my son and hope he 
can maintain his perspective. I 
appreciate your contern.
